In the senior rooms, the 
ideal set-up would provide two tables 
with necessary chairs, and, in addi- 
‘tion, some type of movable’ chair 
desk. In the meantime, the present 
equipment is satisfactory, because a 
transfer of pupils from one room to 
another can make the ‘tables and 
chairs available to senior pupils for 
activities which call for their use, 

This school is provided with a 
piano, a duplicator, a slide projector, 
a science desk with necessary equip- 
ment, sanitary drinking and washing 
facilities, sand tables, and an in- 
creasingly satisfactory library, As I 
suggested last year, the spending of 
an amount approximating one dollar 
per pupil per year would provide 
this school with an extremely useful 
library. I am pleased to find that 
the Board has this year spent a con- 
siderable sum for library purposes. [ 
wish also to commend the Board for 
the purchase of reading tests for the 
school, Such expenditures are bring 
ing fruitful results, 


GENERAL ORGANIZATION:

This was done on the recom- 
mendation of the Department and I 
am pleased to report that we had 
very excellent results: The old Hail 
Tax Arrears are cleaned up complet- 
ely, and the other accounts are set- 
tled by compromise, While our state- 
ment shows quite’ a balance _ still 
outstanding regarding Seed Grain 
etc., we believe that in the ‘near 
future we will receive an order from 
the Department to cancel most of 
this, there being only about a dozen 
recipients. who have not yet availed 
themselves of the settlement agreed 
We have been very well pleased 
with our percentage of collections as 
a whole during the year. This amount 
ed to 141% of Current Levy as again 
st 129% in 1943, In the report from 
the Auditor to the Council he says 
“It will be observed that the cur- 
rent position of the district, with 
particular respect to cash and bank 
balances, reflects a continued im- 
provement.” 

This we can attribute to a large 
extent to the good crops wé harvest- 
ed in our District last year also the 
fair prices which we have received 
for all farm produce. 

During the summer your council 
got.in touch with some of the sur- 
rounding Municipal Districts and on 
July 20th various representatives 
from the Municipal Districts of Ver- 
milion River, Wainwright, Provost, 
Flagstaff, Minburn and: Beaver met 
in conference at Wainwright.

meeting and gave us some very val- 
uable informettion regarding Muni- 
cipal matters. . 

The executive have had several

Government in Ottawa, towards 
setting up a Community Pasture in 
the area known as the Buffalo Park 
Reserve and eventually in the Park 
itself when the Department of Na- 
tional Defence are through with it, 
Ottawa immediately instructed Dr. 
Love of Elk Island Park to meet 
Our committee. Mr. Love assured us 
he had no doubt at all that as soon 
as the Department of National De- 
fence had no more use for the area 
for military purposes our request 
would be favourably considered. 

Our Council assisted by Mr, Town- 
ley-Smith the local District Agricul- 
turist have been able this year to 
have a three weeks short course of 
Farm Tractor and Implement Re- 
pair School successfully set up in 
Wainwright. The school is part of 
the Dominion-Provincial Youth Train 
ing Scheme and is ably conducted by 
Mr. Lock as instructor.’ Twenty-one 
young men from sixteen to thirty- 
five years of age were enrolled as 
students and were extremely inter- 
ested in the course which terminated 
February 16th. We had hopes of 
getting schools at the other main 
points in our area but owing to 
shortage of instructors and: lack of 
Suitable accomodations were unable 


| to do so thig year but intend pressing 


for same for another winter, . 

During the summer we were for- 
tunate in securing the services of Mr 
Cautley as our surveyor for 1944, 
This is the first. year since our en- 
largement we have had a surveyor so 
it was considered necessary to have 
one engaged to check up on the var- 
ious road diversions etc., requiring 
surveying and registration, 

We regretfully report that during 
the season we had one fatal accident, 
Mr. R, W. Patterson. of Irma being 
thrown from a road maintainer with 
fatal results. We also have informa- 
tion from the Municipal District of 
Minburn north-west of us, that they 
had’ two men killed as the result of a 
Motor Grader upsetting. The sequel 
of these three fatal accidents was a 
notification last month from the 
Workmen's Compensation Board of

UP TO FARMERS 

The question how to use spare or 
disposable cash to the best advan- 
tage is an important one in connec~ 
tion with farm business management 
at the present time. The choice is 
between spending and saving, The 
farmer who .chooses to save the 
greatest possible amount now makes 
hie own post-war plans practicable. 
Reserves of savings built up now are 
the means by which to secure better 
farms, make them more pleusant 
places to live and work on and pro- 
vide a nest-egg against unforeseen 
events. . 

There is no more convincing proof 
than the experience of the past, 
About 25 years ago the demand for 
farm products was high as it is now. 
Prices not being controlled as in this 
war, rose rapidly and went far: Farm 
ers, as a remilt, appeared to be doing 
pretty well, In the latter years of 
the 1914-18 war, and for a _. time 
afterwards, they went on a fairly 
generous. spending spree. They 
bought land and machinery and 
other goods at high prices, and in 


average of ‘more than 5% of tae 
farmer’s . Yet weeds, it is con- 
servatively estimated, steal an an- 
nual average of no less than 20% of 
the farmer’s crops. 

We have always had great out 
crys—and rightly so too—from farm- 
ers about the losses they suffer from 
Trust, grasshoppers, saw-flies, cut- 
worms and so forth. Why do we hear 
so very little from farmers about 
the loss from weeds? For a simple 
reagon, it seems to me, which -is 
that the losses from rust, saw-flies 
and all these other things can actual- 
ly be geen with the eye, but no one 
ever sees losses from weeds, If a 
farmer harvests 20 bushels to the 
acre, and would have harvested, 25 
bushels if he had less weeds, he is 
still reasonably satisfied with the 20 
bushels, He cannot see the 5 bushels 
he has lost. The losses’ suffered from 
weeds are not apparent, but the 
losses are there, nevertheless yet the 
losses to a great extent can be avoid- 
ed, 

The first step to take is to decide 
not to plant any more weeds by the 
simple method of cleaning the seed 
to be planted this spring until it is 
free from weeds.

WINTER CARE OF DAHLIAS 


Dahlia tubers, when properly dried 

may be placed in a box and the spac- 
es filled with dry sand, dry black 
soil, or with amall potatoes. As a 
filler among dahlia tubers, small 
potatoes make a very satisfactory 
method of storage states. A. Paton, 
Horticulturist at Oliver, They lessen 
the danger of shrinkage, especially 
if the tubers are stored in a warm 
basement, : 
+ If the storage space is warm, the 
box should be placed inside a larger 
one with some kind of insulation both 
between gnd o ver the top of the 
boxes. The common varieties of 
dahlia are easily kept, but some of 
the choice types present a problem 
unless one had the foresight to apply 
wood ashes at planting time, Potash 
in this form provides better keeping 
qualities within the tubers themsel- 
ves. 
Varieties of the better type should 
be examined occasionally during the 
late winter and early spring, and any 
diseased parts removed. The tubers 
can’t stand the frost but they should 
be kept in a cool place,
